of $9 million* There's a world of 
difference in our motives. 

Lysol: If we could suspend free 
.speech temporarily during the 
war, and thon regain it right 
after peace, it .«hows we can do 
it again for something really 
worthwhile. After all, its only 
for a month, and you admit your- 
self the campaign is a worthy 
one. 

Glycol: What arc you saying, 
Lysol? Historically, temporary 
expedients liavo a nasty habit of 
becoming permanent ones. Look 
at the French Revolution. Sus- 
pension of habitual rights in the 
name of future Justice led to a 
nci;;n of Terror first by the rcv- 
ohilionnries, and then by the 
counter rcvolulionarics. The 
same thing hapix'ned in Russia 
after the 1917 revolution when 
the state was confronted by real 
difficulties. You never know 
when to stop. 

Lysol: That may be true, but they 
were never democracies, and 
when they tried, the idea was too 
big for llicni. We already have 
a democracy which has been a 
going concern for years. 

Glycol: What you really mean is 
that you just don't think it can 
happen here. But Germany and 
Italy, before Hitler and Mussolini, 
were democracies. Tlic brown 
shirts didn't just appear suddenly 
in the streets one day. Dcmocr.i- 
tic processes broke down over a 
period of time, first beginning 
with temporary suspension of 
free speech like this. 

You've become so saturated 
with your belief and faith in 
British traditions, that you for- 
get they were created by men, 
people like you and mc. They 
weren't infallible and neither are 
we. We're not so different from 
the Germans and the Italians, 
that what happened to them can't 
happen to us. But it can. 

Lysol: You mean eternal vigilance 
is the price of liberty. 

Glycol: That's precisely what I 
mean Lysol. To be able -to resist 
dictatorship, however weak, in 
whatever form it appears, re- 
quires that we be morally strong. 
Every time we suspend free 
speech, we weaken our moral 
fibre. Wc become so accustomed 
to it, that when the real thing 
comes, wc can't recognize it. It 
may be just another temporary 
expedient, for which man has 
always been able to find subtle 
defences. The best way to pre- 
serve free speech is to give it to 
everyone, to make it inviolate 
except in time of national emer- 
gency. 

Lysol: But how can you ever make 
people conscious of this? Look 
at the students of McCill for in- 
stance. They're so indifferent to 

things; not indifferent— for that 
implies some feeling— and they 
appear to have none. It's as if 
they live in a vacuum completely 
untouched by the reality of 
things. But then there arc small 
groups, vociferous in their cam- 
paigning to make people con- 
form. Look at the' way church 
groups and the I.O.D.E. treated 
Dr. Brock Chisholm. They want- 
ed to take his job nway because 
of the remarks he made about 
Santa Glaus. What can you do 
with people tike that? 

Glycol: I often wonder If these 
people know what they arc doing, 
for there are more effective and 
less troublesome ways of restrict- 
ing a person's right of free speech 
than imprisoning him. A regular 
treatment is to make employment 
conditional on conforming. Its

Tliis tradition is widely respect- 
ed, and unless those who interfere 
with it— be they majority or min- 
ority—are on sound and defensible 
ground, they will create sympathy 
for the persecuted among those 
large sccUons of opinion, which 
usually regard themselves as lib- 
eral.

Those who argue in this way, 
while undeniably sincere, are 
wrong. They stand upon a quick- 
sand of fear, mistrusting the very 
principle they arc concerned to 
protect. So long as a nation is 
worthy of freedom, so long will 
that nation be free. When once the 
vigilance and faith are gone, lib 
crty cannot long remain, and no 
amount of political manoeutTins 
can preserve what is already dead 
in the hearts of men.

opinion of these individuals. It 
creates the impression that there 

is something which those in au- 
thority arc trying to hide; a man 
such as Dean Hewlett Johnson, who 
can produce nothing but amuse- 
ment in the minds of an audience 
which has any critical faculties 
whatever, is permitted to become 
an ogre whose cvii doctrines should 
not fall on the ears of youth. 

An organized campaign— or what 
appears to be so— prohibits him 
from speaking in Montreal, and he 
thus becomes a source of fascin- 
ation to the average University 
student. (The atmosphere of sup- 
pression is created, which will not 
be tolerated by free men.) 

The refusal of permission for the 
Dean to speak at McGIII has been 
excused on a number of grounds. 

These columns and the Students' 
Society have condemned the Prcs- 
idcni .ind the S.E.C. at considerable 
length. But the damage which has 
been done to the cause of freedom 
is incalculable, and the cause of 
freedom as represented by a pre- 
paredness on the part of the in- 
dividual to fight' Communism has 
been delivered a hard, if indirect, 
'olow. If wc are to fight Commun- 
ism effectively, we would be well 
advised to choose our time more 
wisely. ,11 ; 



narrow views on right and wrong. 
That's the great tyranny the lib 
cral must fight— Uie tyranny of 

tho man who is sure he is right. 
. and insists on others conforming 
for their own good. 

Those of us who call ourselves 
liberals — who believe that the 
liberal creed is a way of life and 
are inspired by it to hold it be- 
fore us always— can never com- 
promise with the illiberal. 
Glycol: It's not just a theory; it was 
• propounded in adversity and men 
have fought for it in adversity 
It must continue to live. That 
means discovering the lit>eral 
principle and applying it to every 
situation. For .instance, when you 
say you believe in free speech, 
you must want to make it a real- 
ity. But if you discriminate 
against an individual or group by 



those who would will it, in free 
and fair debate. If freedom is in- 
deed a valid principle, it cannot 
suffer in such discussion; if it is 
not, it will soon be replaced by a 
better. The Maginot mentality has 
proved its bankruptcy. 

There is, however, a right con- 
current with that of free speech: 
the right not to listen. While it is 
true that no man should be forbid- 
den to speak, it is equally true 
that no man should be compelled 
to admit the speaker to his own 
home, and there to listen to views 
which he deplores. Thus the Dean 
of Canterbury is at liberty to 
speak: the students of McGill arc 
equally at liberty not to allow 
him the use of Ihelir Union. Tlie 
right of free speech is not a right 
of Invasion of privacy. The distinc- 
tion, it seems, could well be pon- 
dered on this campus. 



Recent events In this province 
and right here on the McGill cam- 
pus have caused many students to 
examine more carefully a principle 
to which they have long given un- 
hesitating lip-service. C i r c u m • 
stances which require a specific 
application of the principle of Free 
Speech reveal many different in- 
terpretations. 

First let us admit that war con 
ditions arc not and cannot be fully i 
democratic. Procedures are neces- 
sary which in peacetime could not 
be condoned. Free Speech must be 
subordinated to military necessity, 
but still by no means suppressed. 
Parliament, Press and the public at 
large retain their right to oppose 
any action of the government, but 
within the limits imposed by na- 
tional security. 

In peacetime, however, the abro- 
gation of the principle of Free 
Speech Is justifiable in only a few 
specific instances. Military infor- 
mation still has to be protected, but 
this is not a general problem. The 
State is entitled to further consid- 
eration in the matter of speech 
which is calculated to provoke an 
immediate outbreak of disorder. 
Emphasis here comes on the word 
"immediate", foruwhibna call to 



annihilate Duplessis might be acted 
on in short order in Quebec City, 
it would be very much less threat- 
ening in Vancouver. Similarly, in- 
dividuals require protection agaipst 
personal libels and those who make 
such utterances should be liable to 
prosecution. 

With these exceptions, however, 
the Free Speech principle must be 
of universal application in a demo- 
cratic society. Jehovah's Witnesses, 
Communists, Red Deans and f.is- 
cists too must be allowed to have 
their say as freely as more ortho- 
do.x Anglicans, Conservatives and 
the Chamber of Commerce. And 
for Free Speech to have real mean 
ing, the community must provide 
facilities' for speakers. London's 
open-air meeting places — Hyde 
Park, Tower Hill. Traf.ilgar Square 
—are well known. Where are the 
Montreal equivalents? The liberal 
ideal of attaining truth through the 
free interchange of ideas can only 
be fully realized U the expression 
of every shade of opinion Is per 
mittcd and encouraged. If we be 
lleve in this principle, then halls 
must be available to Tim Buck, 
Dean Johnson, Adrien Arcand or 
anyone else. These men are dan- 
gerous only if our democracy is 
not satisfying the mass of Canadian 
people. To a stable, progressive 
Canada, they are no threat.
